AMENDMENT TO THE SPECIFICATION: 


Please amend paragraph [0021] of the Specification as follows: 

[0021] The solution of the present invention generally comprises cedar leaf oil, zinc oxide 
ointment, calamine lotion and an ointment base. In one embodiment, the cedar leaf oil may 
comprise from about 8% 5% to about 10% of the total weight of the solution, the zinc oxide may 
comprise from about 8% 5% to about 1 0% of the total weight of the solution, and the calamine lotion 
may comprise from about 2% to about 10% of the total weight of the solution. An ointment base, 
such as petroleum jelly and USP lanolin may then be added to form the remainder of the weight of 
the solution. When the wounds are dry, i.e. not producing or otherwise secreting fluids, the calamine 
lotion may comprise about 2% of weight of the solution. If the wounds are producing fluids, the 
calamine lotion may be increased to comprise about 5% of the solution. Preferably, where the 
wound is a burn or Herpes Simplex 1, Herpes Simplex 2, or Herpes Zoster, the calamine lotion 
comprises from about 2% to about 5% of the weight of the solution.
